Mr. Hunt telephoned her in Eu- 
rope that he was leaving the 
Washington area for a time be- 
cause of harassment to which 
he was being subjected when 
bis name with linked with the 
raid.

Her friends said that Mrs.

L. Patrick Gray, acting di- 
rector of the F.B.I., declined in 
a telephone interview to com- 
ment on the progress of the 
bureau’s investigation of. the 
June 17 break-in at the Demo- 
cratic headquarters in the 
Watergate Office Building. 

He said, however, that the 
bureaus investigation was being 
conducted on *'a 24-hour basis” 
and that it was being treated 
as “a major special case.” Mr. 
Gray said that he was reading 
not only the summaries pre- 
pared by his subordinates but 
also all of his agents’ ‘Taw” 
interviews. 

Mr. Gray did confirm that the 
investigation had been wide- 
ranging. Government sources 
reported that bureau agents 
had interviewed some people in 
the White House, including 
Charles W. Colson, special 
counsel to the President. Mr. 
Colson recommended Mr. Hunt, 
who retired from the C.I.A. in 
1970, as a part-time consultant 
for the White House in 1971.
